Alberta Stores 


Members of the Alberta section 
of the Retail Merchants’ Association 
will seek uniform closing legislation 
for stores and businesses through- 
out the province, it was decided at 
the closing session of the annual 
convention of the section held in 
the Macdonald hotel Wednesday. 

BY A RESOLUTION, the section 
appointed Secretary H. E, MacKay, 
Calgary, to interview councils of the 
seven Alberta cities, Edmonton, 
Calgary, Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, 
Red Deer, Drumheller and Wetas- 
kiwin, with the objective of obtain- 
ing agreement on a uniform hour of 
closing. 

The cities will be asked to relin- 
quish their individual control over 
closing hours and support the plan 
for a province-wide closing law for 
which legislation will be sought.

Bevin disclosed today that Britain offered two months ago 
to extend the life of the Anglo-Soviet friendship pact by 
30 years. 

Mr. Bevin, winding up two days’ debate in the House 
of Commons on foreign affairs, said he told Russia’s repre- 
sentative in Moscow last December “we want a treaty of 
friendship and I mean friendship. I mean it. If they 
want to change the treaty from 20 to 50 years, I will advise 
my government to do it.” 

Amid cheers, Mr. Bevin declared: “I cannot be accused 
of not wanting friendship with the Soviet Union for all 
time.”

The following general reports 
were submitted by committee 
chairmen: 

Citizens’ Rehabilitation Council, 
chairman, H. Guy Greenwood: A 
number of recommendations from 
this council were presented to vari- 
ous authorities such as the federal 
and provincial governments and 
the city. Many became effective, 
for example, veterans purchasing 
city lots, city authorities granted 
a discount of 10 per cent to vet- 
erans purchasing the lots. This 
was increased later to 20 per cent. 
The Veterans’ Land Act committee 
was instrumental in getting the 
federal and provincial governments 
to come to an agreement whereby 
veterans desiring to farm on prov- 
incial lease land may now partici- 
pate in the benefits provided un- 
der this act. 

Seriously Disabled Veterans: The 
Kiwanis rehabilitation committee 
had 119 cases reported to them; 63 
of these cases have been closed, 
56 are still active. 

Chamber of Commerce Advisory 
Committee for Veterans: Much 
valuable advice on financial, busi- 
ness and legal problems has been 
given veterans by this committee. 

Employment Survey: An employ- 
ment survey was undertaken by 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce. 

Booklet “Welcome Home to Ed- 
monton”: Ten thousand copies have 
been issued to veterans. 

Racketeering: Several cases of 
property owners having sold houses 
to veterans at considerably more 
than their actual value were 
brought to the attention of the 
council; one property-owner, after 
@ good deal of discussion, reluct- 
antly agreed to cut down the price 
of two houses by $200 and $250 re- 
epectively. 

Housing: The intensive campaign 
for emergency housing accom- 
modation in Edmonton and district 
was arranged through this office 
and through co-opegation with the 
Emergency Accommodation Bureau 
placed a number of veterans in 
rooms, suites and houses. 

Prefabricated huts: Prefabricated 
huts from Dawson Creek which 
wefe erected at Kingsway, were 
advertised for sale at $675; council 
appraisers inspected them, valued 
them at $245, and they are now 
advertised for sale at approxim- 
ately that figure or less. 

Woman Welfare Officer: Recom- 
mendation by the council that 
there should be a woman welfare 
officer appointed to the depart- 
ment of veterans’ affairs resulted 
in Miss Agnes Smith being ap- 
pointed.

This Will Help 


Any ex-soldier will testify that an army 
hut could be improved upon as a place of 
permanent residence. But also that such a 
building is reasonably comfortable as tem- 
porary accommodation. 

The plan of the city to take over 118 huts 
located at the U.S. Army Air Force camp in 
Edmonton will provide such accommodation 
for some dozens of families, or for a larger 
number of people if used to house single 
men. The lay-out of the camp makes the 
buildings more suitable for the latter pur- 
pose than for family-occupancy, since the 
huts are not provided with individual sani- 
tary services. 

But in the present emergent circum- 
stances any quarters which can be kept 
clean and warm are in keen demand, and this 
addition to the available housing supply will 
be welcomed as an easement of the conges- 
tion. 

It is unfortunate that use of these bulid- 
ings could not be obtained sooner, but as the 
winter is now well along tenants should ex- 
perience little discomfort when the necessary 
alterations have been made. 

The city council deserves credit for mov- 
ing to secure these huts, and the RCAF for 
co-operating to make them temporarily open 
to civilian occupancy. 


Legal to Deport 


The Supreme Court of Canada, by a 
majority opinion, has handed down a deci- 
sion that the federal Government has power 
to deport some 15,000 of the 24,000 Japanese 
now resident in Canada. ° 

It is a sane and valuable decision, not only 
as it affects Japanese, but in laying down a 
general principle of citizenship. For this de- 
cision implies, if it does not say so plainly, 
that there is nothing in Canadian law to 
compel Canadian society to retain indigest- 
ible and unassimilable racial elements if it 
is the desire of the majority that these un- 
assimilable elements be ejected. 

It is true that the rights of citizenship 
must be protected, that no process of law 
nor interpretation of law should be allowed 
to sever a citizen from his national family, 
But it is equally true that a citizen, no mat- 
ter what legal rights of citizenship have been 
conferred upon him, sets himself apart from 
his national family when he ceases to be 
loyal to that family or when he places other 
national loyalties ahead of it, 

In such cases it is not the state that 
effects the separation but the individual 
himself, 

Every Japanese whom the government 
has ordered deported has expressed a wish 
to return to Japan. That in itself is prima 
facie evidence of disloyalty to Canada. The 
fact that some of these underwent a change 
of heart when Japan was occupied and, de- 
ciding that Canada would be more comfort- 
able than an occupied Japan, petitioned to 
have their applications voided, does not alter 
the initial disloyalty, 

Every form of nauseous sentimentalism 
has been exhausted in behalf of these people. 
There are even some religionists who protest 
that the expulsion of Japanese from Canada 
is an un-Christian act—as though this coun- 
try were a promised land for all the faithful 
and that one could not be a Christian just as 
well in Japan as in Canada, 


The whole point is that there is nothing 


in the Canadian constitution—or in Christian 
doctrine—which demands that to be good 
friends and neighbors with other nations we 
must harbor their nationals in our most in- 
timate pockets, 

The Supreme Court has said something 
of this kind.

Radio and the News 


Through its chief news editor, the Can- 
adian Broadcasting Corporation has uttered 
a plaintive cry that the CBC is “facing a 
serious problem in the let-down in interest 
in news”. 

The complaint is too embracing. News- 


papers have experienced no public apathy in 


news. What the CBC probably means is that 


the public is a trifle weary of the style of 


news dished up by the CBC. 

That, in itself, implies no criticism of 
radio news broadcasts. It was to be expected 
that the brief and telegraphic headline style, 


to which all newscasts must conform, would 
lose popularity when the war was over for 


the simple reason that the radio usually had 
the advantage over newspapers in the time 
element. Andy with the world tottering on the 
edge of destruction, the radio could give an 
emergency service that the newspapers could 
not duplicate, 

Today there is less urgency in the news 
and the average person is content with the 
more complete and carefully considered re- 
ports of world affairs given by newspapers 
even if it is necessary to wait an hour or so 
longer to get them, 

But while the slackening of interest in 
radio newscasts in itself implies no criticism 
of these newscasts, there is no doubt that 
the style of these programs is a contributing 
factor to their waning’ popularity, 

Newscasts have a tendency to run to one 
of three extremes. The average newscaster 
is either (a) so unctuously pontifical that 
his audience feels itself to be patronized, or 
(b) so solemnly tragic that the voice of doom 
reverberates even in announcements about 
ration coupons, or (c) so whipped up with 
wild excitement that the report of a curling 
bonspiel is hurled breathlessly into the same 
dramatic category as a national calamity,

Income Tax 

Editcr, Bulletin: The corporation 
jincome tax appears to be @ tax 
|with many faults and one virtue— 
|it doesn’t tax you when you're in 
|the red, The tax grew, as more rev- 
jenue was required or governments 
j became more callous, from one per 
cent in 1906 to 40 per cent in 1945. 

A fair objection is that it results 
in double taxation—first ag profits 
in the hands of the company, then 
the investor pays income tax on 
profits received as dividends, On 
the other hand, while interest rates 
were dsopping from six to three per 
cent this tax was climbing—a sort 
of equalizer between dividends and 
interest rates, In view of this and 
the fact that venture capital des- 
erves a higher return than interest 
rates this tax might be justified 
where capital is earning 10 per cent 
|or higher profits, Unfortunately, the 
\firm making a subnormal profit 
also has to pay the tax, 

Excellence @ manual skill or 
executive ability is taxed by a grad- 
ed tax on income—salary limiting 
as it were—with subnormal incomes 
exempt. Why not a graduated in- 
stead of a fixed “profit lmiting” 
corporation tax—based on percent- 
age of profit earned on capital in- 
vested or book value of tangible 
assets?

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HON. G. H. FERGUSON 


G. H. Ferguson, 
Former Ontario 
Premier, Dies 


| TORONTO, Feb, 21.—(CP)—Hon, 
|G. Howard Ferguson, one-time 
Ontario premier and later Cana- 
dian high commissioner to the 
United Kingdom, died suddenly at 
his home here early today, Me waa 
76. 


MR. FERGUSON, who in 25 years 
of Ontario politics had never suf- 
|fered personal defeat at the polls, 
had retired from public life follows 
ing his five-year term in London, 


| 


Born on a smali farm near 
Kemptville in Eastern Ontario, he 
was literally born into the Cone 
servative party. His father, Dr, 


|Charles Ferguson, was for many 
years a member of the House of 
Commons and a close friend of Sir 
John A. Macdonald. 

He entered politics shortly after 
graduating from Osgoode Hall aa 
a lawyer and became a member of 
the Ontario legislature in 1905. 


| ENERGY AND DEBATING skill 


‘brought him to the fore and in 
{1914 he entered the Ontario cab- 
}inet of Sir William Hearst as mine 
ister of land and forests, 

| Five years later the government 
|was defeated, although Mr. Fergue 
son was one of the few ministers 
re-elected. He was chosen leader 
of the party and re-organized the 
Conservative organization while a 
United Farmer-Labor government 
ruled. His party swept back into 
power in 1923 and won elections 
handily in 1926 and 1929, 

HE RESIGNED IN 1930 to be- 
come Canada’s high commissioner 
to Britain. He resigned the post 
in November, 1935, after the Lib. 
eral government of Mackenzie King 
defeated the Conservative governe 
ment at Ottawa, and was succeeded 
by the present high commissioner, 
Vincent Massey. 

During his five years eas high 
commissioner, Mr, Ferguson dee 
veloped advance negotiations which 
led to holding of the imperial eco- 
nomic conference at Ottawa in 1932 
and he represented the Dominion 
at international gatherings in Gene 
eva and Rome.
